The communication filed on 01/30/02 remains not fully responsive to the 
communication mailed 10/15/01 for the reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice to 
Comply With the Sequence Rules and/or CRF Diskette Problem Report. Secondly, 37 
CFR 1 .821 (a)(2)(d) still states that each sequence disclosed must appear separately in 
the "Sequence listing", and referenced appropriately in the text of the description and 
the claims; therefore, in order to clearly indicate what is being described in the 
specification, etc. See MPEP 2422 & 2431. In other words, although Applicant's 
arguments on page 5 of the response (paper #19) are persuasive for SEQ ID NO:20 as 
including the murine GFRcc3 sequence, page 54, line 3 merely states GFRa3-lgG as 
SEQ ID NO:18 with no reference to it being a human sequence. The specification must 
be amended on page 54 to correctly describe SEQ ID NO: 18 as being human. Note 
further that the amendment to page 49 of the specification from page 4 of paper #19 
has eliminated any reference to SEQ ID NO:21 , as required. Applicant must comply 
with the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825) before the 
application can be examined under 35 U.S.C. §§ 131 and 132. 

Since the response appears to be bona fide , but through an apparent oversight 
or inadvertence failed to provide a complete response, applicant is given ONE (1)
